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REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE 


The major thrust of Hooper Institute activites in 
1978 was its educational programs. These reached the 
children of Walpole through public and private schools, 
youth groups and community programs. 


inwen|e school, the’ Hooper Institute worked closely 
with teachers and students in project areas such as tree 
identification, astronomy, oceanography, hawkwatches, a 
unit on snow and ice, weather, indoor and outdoor garden- 
ing, terrarium building, an ecology unit, and a wildlife 
Management course at Fall Mountain High School. 


Individual presentations covered such subjects as 
Yonimals Wearear, “owl residents of Walpole, edible wild 
foods, soils, birdwatching, monarch butterflies, and ani- 
mals preparing for winter. We built birdfeeders and 
learned about evergreens in time for Christmas. 


We also ventured outside the classroom for spring 
ance italienature’ walks to explore the school’ grounds. We 
used showshoes in the winter. We had winter cookouts at 
the Hooper Shelter, and a spring campout. 


The Hooper Institute initiated many progiams out- 
Side the school as well. The after school Turkey Club 
continued to meet all year and explore many areas of Wal- 
pole. Merit badge activities were also completed with 
the Boy Scout and Brownie troops in town. Cross-country 
skiing expeditions and snowshoeing filled the winter 
weekends and vacations. Weekend programs to watch hawks, 
owls, whales, and stars balanced out the year. Evening 
talks on edible wild foods and wildflowers filled the 
agenda of other community groups. 


The Hooper Institute called upon many resource 
people to supplement its programs. Jan McClure of the 
Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests gave 
a talk on conservation easements. Ted Walski of the 
N.H. Fish and Game Department spoke about wild turkeys 
for a wildlife management class at the high school as 
did Conservation Officer Claude Dumont and trapper Gary 
Speed. Ted Levin of the Montshire Museum of Science 
brought "Willy the Weasel," a captive long-tailed weasel, 
to school. He reappeared again in the fall for a talk on 
endangered species. Phil Ferraro of the Phoenix Nest 
Earth-Arts Center in South Acworth, brought a solar oven 
and hot water heater to inspire the solar energy class 
at the Middle School. Groups from the schools ventured 
out to visit local resources such as Dick Bowlen's tree 
farm, the solar heating system atop the Hubbard home- 
stead's garage, and Mr. Rhodes' sugar house. 
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The grounds of the Hooper Institute were also a 
place of program activity. The Community Gardens were 
as lush as ever thanks to the diligence of many garden- 
ers and the initial help of Albert and Henry Fletcher. 


The Hooper Institute sponsored a summer program in 
1978. On one day per week, activities for 5-9 year olds 
used the Hooper land extensively. On another day during 
the week, older children explored farther afield in Wal- 
pole. For the balance of the week, we did a number of 
special trips. These included overnight backpack trips 
on the Long Trail in Vermont, the White Mountains of 
New Hampshire, and Hooper Shelter in Walpole. We ventur- 
ed on day trips to Odiorne Point State Park on the New 
Hampshire seacoast and a climb up Mount Monadnock. 


There were a number of improvements of the Hooper 
grounds this year. Twenty-six fruit trees, including 
sixteen varieties of apples, now grace the slopes below 
the gardens. The inside of the building has been painted 
with help from the Youth Employment Training Program and 
Fall Mountain YMCA personnel. New storm windows and in- 
Sulation in the attic have helped to curb our fuel bills. 


1978 has been a busy and productive year for the 
Hooper Institute.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
1978 


A new plan has been adopted in 1978 on a trial basis 
to supply books for the library. This plan will supple- 
ment the present plan of purchasing books outright. It 
calls for a start of a basic collection of one hundred 
books. Each month ten of these books will be exchanged 
for new books, or any not exchanged may be purchased at 
a substantial reduction from the list price. The plan 
aims to increase circulation with multiple copies of best 
sellers and to shorten reserve lists by supplying read- 
ers with new books when they want them. It will save 
shelf space and finally it will save money. If the plan 
proves to be successful in operation, the basic collec- 
tion of 100 books may be increased in the future by 
multiples of fifty. 

Activities at the Walpole Library include a summer 
reading program for children. Thirty signed up for this. 
The "Friends of the Library" are now sponsoring a story 
hour which will be in operation during the school year. A 
Great Books Discussion Group, under the guidance of 
Craig Coleman, is now meeting bi-monthly at the library. 

In June the trustees were sorry to accept the resig- 
nation of Polly Fountain, who has moved from Walpole. The 
selectmen appointed Elaine Kernozicky to complete Mrs. 
Fountain's term. Robert Kinney resigned as custodian of 
the Bridge Memorial Library, and his place has_ been 
taken by Dale Wright as of December 1, 1978

A reading program for pre-schoolers and older chil- 
dren is in operation at the North Walpole Library. Cir- 
culation figures are not available yet for 1978. Mrs. 
Capron says that the circulation has increased over the 
pacer ore >, 018 for 1977. 

The trustees would like to see a Friends of the 
Library group organized in North Walpole. The trustees 
think that this would help create further interest in the 
library and, in turn, would help the library serve the 
community to a better advantage. 

As cost for services and books increases each year 
for our libraries, we encourage increased use of them. 

We welcome suggestions as to how services to you may be 
improved.

Beatrice Graves in the month of August granted a 
conservation agreement to the town of Walpole, including 
the entire Graves Farm of about 69 acres. This agree- 
ment provides that the property may be used for agricul- 
ture and forestry and practices necessary and common to 
those trades, but otherwise there shall be no commercial, 
industrial or mining uses of the property. 


Conservation agreements are provided for by New 
Hampshire law RSA477;45. They permit any land owner who 
may desire "to retain or maintain an area predominately 
in its natural scenic open condition or in agricultural 
farming open space or forest use - consistent with the 
protection of environmental quality." 


This agreement has been formally accepted by the 
selectmen and approved by the Society for the Protection 
of New Hampshire Forests who are named as reverter in the 
event the town should fail to enforce the conditions of 
the agreement. 


Because of the unsatisfactory condition in mainten- 
ance of rest areas on Route 12, we have met together with 
the selectmen and state highway engineers and discussed 
the problem and means to correct it. 


We have proposed plans for a covered picnic area 
and cooking grilles, which we hope to get in place on the 
northbound rest area this spring. Also, in proper recog- 
nition of this 267 acres of lovely forest land donated 
to the town of Walpole by Fanny Mason in her will, we 
have purchased and have ready for placement bronze 
plaques which are to be placed on granite boulders 
Peceatenwein a prominent position..of each rest area. some 
regrading and landscaping will also be done. The highway 
department has assured us they will place new paving 
and the proper curb at the northbound area. 


Research work at the Conn. Agricultural Experiment 
Station in New Haven, Conn. has reported fairly good 
progress in protecting the American chestnut tree. During 
the past year we secured some of the hypovirulent strain 
which has been used successfully to counteract the blight 
fungus. We secured this from Dr. Jaynes who heads the 
program and have followed their instructions. This work 
will be continued this coming spring to see if it is pos- 
sible to provide protection for the American chestnut in 
this area. 
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We have maintained contact with Ted Walski, biolo- 
gist of the Fish & Game Department in charge of the wild 
turkey restoration, and are very pleased with the appar- 
ent success and the rapid increase in turkey population 
which is taking place in our area and surrounding towns. 
Some of our turkeys have been trapped and relocated in 
other parts of the state to establish new populations in 
those areas. Mr. Walski indicates that the dairy farms 
of Walpole are a big factor in providing needs for the 
wild turkeys during the severe winter months. 


Town Land 


We have located boundries and checked corner marks 
and where needed have made new corner marks on town lands. 
Where no survey has been found we have made sketches to 
show the location of boundries and corner markers. In 
order to confirm the boundries of the Hooper Woodland a 
survey is being made. 


According to these records the total acreage of land 
owned by the town is 832 3/4 acres in twelve separate 
parcels. The largest single lot is the Fanny Mason forest 
of 267 acres. Some trails are usable now in the Mason 
Forest for birdwatches, hikers, and nature study. 
Entrance can be made at the northern end of the west 
Side rest area. 


There have been many delays due to legal technical- 
ities in the possession of the lands bordering the mill 
pond, although this area is now available to the public 
as a natural area for bird watching and nature study.

The Walpole Planning Board is composed of six elected 
members who serve without compensation plus one Select- 
man. Kenneth Fredette and James Nelson were reelected to 
another term. James Hogan continued to represent the 
Selectmen on the board. 


At the organizational meeting G. Allen Holmes was 
elected chairman, Edward Johnson vice chairman, and Ken- 
neth Fredette, secretary. 


Regular meetings of the board are held the second 
Tuesday of each month at the Walpole Town Hall. The 
public is invited to attend all meetings. A representa- 
tive of the board is also available to explain the duties 
and work of the board to interested groups. An effort is 
made to provide timely releases to the news media. 


Action taken on proposed sub-divisions of land con- 
tinue to be a major activity of the Planning Board. All 
proposed subdivisions require a public hearing after due 
notice of such hearing and notification of all abbuttors 
by registered or certified mail. Often soil capability 
Maps as provided by the Cheshire County Soil Conserva- 
tion District are required by the board to help them 
evaluate the suitability of the site for the proposed 
use. 


The board has continued to work for the replacement 
of the Arch Bridge at that site and the planning ona 
bridge to replace the present Walpole-Westminister 
Bridge. 


The board is pleased to see the low income housing 
project nearing completion and feels it will help to 
meet a long felt need of Walpole. 


Mrs. Catherine Larson, executive director of the 
Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission, 
met with the board to explain their activities and how 
they might relate to planning activities in Walpole. 


Clerical assistance to the board by Mrs. Walter 
Campbell has contributed to ease of handling business and 
keeping records.

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FIRE DISTRICT COMMITTEE FOR FIRE HOUSE SITE 


A. Background 


This is a report to the commissioners of the Walpole 
Fire District by the committee appointed under a resolu- 
tion passed at the 1977 annual Fire District meeting to 
establish "a long term study committee on a firehouse 
Site." Further instructions were received at the Commit- 
tee's organizational meeting July 1977 as follows: "Try 
to imagine what the needs of the Town of Walpole will be 
10 to 20 years from now concerning growth of the town, 
necessary equipment expansion, space to house equipment, 
and areas for parking." Basically we have limited the 
current report to the forecasted growth of the Fire Dis- 
trict and the firehouse site, although we touch on some 
related matters. 

The length of the report results from our attempts 
to include in it all the basic facts and ideas we have 
collected and which may serve as a starting point for 
any subsequent committees, without retracing our steps. 


B. Situations of area towns as large now as Walpole 
will become. 


Initially we felt we might gain insight into prob- 
lems in site location by reviewing three towns all about 
the same areas as Walpole, all members of Mutual Aid, 
and all volunteer fire organizations, and which now are 
the size of Walpole will be in 1990-2000. Following are 
brief descriptions of their situations as we understand 
them. 

Peterborough: 38.6 sq. miles - 1977 estimated pop-— 
ulation 4,504 (Walpole area, including North Walpole, is 
37.3 sq. miles - estimated population of Fire District is 
2,400) - Outgrew smaller house but were able to move into 
the larger well located town barn with good set back and 
parking - 30 volunteers and 5 units. 

Swanzey: 46.1 sq. miles - 1977 estimated population 
4,874. Three separate firehouses for three sections of 
the town. Each house is directed by an assistant chief, 
and these three report to the chief, an elected official 
- Total of 84 volunteers and 12 units. 

Jaffrey: 40.7 sq. miles - 1977 estimated population 
4,305. One active central firehouse (5 units) lacking 
good parking and a newer less active house (3 units) 
located in area of what would otherwise be a high insur- 
ance rate area - Total of 30 volunteers. 

Unfortunately it is clear from the above that we can 
draw few parallels from these fire departments that are 
directly pertinent to our study. However, there are two 
observations which we should make: 

1. In the towns reviewed the set-up was influenced 
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over a period of years by circumstance, geography, or po- 
litical considerations. We would urge that the Walpole 
Fire District continue its initiative in active planning 
to control its own destiny. 

2. The excellent performance of the volunteer de- 
partments in these towns indicates that we can plan on 
the use of volunteers for some years ahead; we find full 
time firemen only in larger communities. 

However, we must make certain that the value to the 
town of our volunteers continues to be fully appreciated 
by the citizens. 


CerseSiteccriteria 


Early in the work of the committee we sensed there 
would be a need for a group evaluating potential sites 
to have a set of criteria; against which all sites could 
be measured. No site would meet all the requirements and 
trade-offs would have to be considered. Accordingly, we 
set forth below those factors we deem important in site 
selection. 

1. Area - to provide at least 50 parking spaces for 
the volunteers at a fire and for regular meetings; space 
for readily piling snow - outdoor parking of all equip- 
ment -—- and perhaps for a training area. 

a. Site of 3 acres is needed to serve changes of 
town and in operation of fire department and 
equipment over a period of 20-30 years ahead. 
Land selected should be based on a great many 
years" usage. 

be 2 acres would perhaps be feasible. 

c. 1 acre iS minimal at best and makes little pro- 
vision for the future. 

2. Ease of grading and good drainage. 

3. Location on high quality, all weather road with 
a minimum of curves. 

4. Exits from firehouse in more than two directions 
- with automatic complete control of traffic in the area 
(this last appears to be standard in modern firehouse op- 
eration). 

5. At least 150' clear frontage on each side of each 
exit - with no parking on the opposite side of the road. 

6. Ability to cover the entire District not only as 
it is now, but also as growth patterns are extended over 
the next 20 years - and still to maintain present high 
coverage of the Village and northern portion of the Dis- 
trict. From the present firehouse it is 5 miles to Drews- 
ville, 6.4 miles to Carpenter Hill by way of County Road. 
In this connection it should be remembered that Mutual 
Aid will generally call out, at no cost to Walpole, the 
appropriate equipment from its station nearest the fire, 
such as Surry or Alstead, in these cases. The variation 
in altitude approaches 1,000 feet. 
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7. Any possible effect on local residential and 
commercial insurance rates; under an arrangement unique 
in the United States as we understand it, any residence 
within 5 miles of any firehouse approved by Fire Mutual 
Aid, falls in one insurance» rating. In the case of Wal- 
pole then, all residences meet this requirement by using 
Alstead, Surry, :etc., except ;for one areason= the wwalley 
Road. However, industrial and commercial properties are 
rated individually, one point being distance from a fire- 
house. The selection of a firehouse site therefore should 
keep this in mind. We understand that the Board of Under- 
writers is available for advice. 

8. A location outside the present business area is 
the choice of essentially all current firehouse reloca- 
tions: This offers more space and eliminates traffic tie- 
ups caused if many volunteer firemen drive into the vi- 
cinity just when the apparatus is attempting to leave. 

9. The availability of a sure source of water for 
tankers and sprinklers. 

10. If training is to be done at the firehouse 
then a location removed from residential areas is to be 
sought. 


Ds Present and Future Fire Service Demands. 


In casting about for a means of estimating future 
fire demands and population from a reliable base, we have 
gone back to 1970 when we had a Federal census which set 
the population of the areas making up the fire district 
at 2,024. Also this was the first census»year for which 
the town tax records distinguished taxable pieces of 
property with buildings (including trailers) on them; 
this number was 662, or a ratio of 3 people to each 
building. This ratio is the basis for the next two 
charts. 

These show rapid and accelerating growth in the Fire 
District since 1970, a»reflection of coming growth such 
as Southeastern New Hampshire has been experiencing in 
recent years; which now has spread to Peterborough and 
Jaffrey, and more recently to Keene; and currently we now 
are experiencing the advent of two "outside" companies 
coming to Walpole.

The map on page 74 records the locations in the Fire 


District of building permits issued 1970 - 78 (essen- 
tially all of which have or are being built), and indi- 
Gates a Very definite trend toward the South and East, 
substantially increasing the area and average distances 
be traveled by the apparatus over the coming 10 - 20 
years. 
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Ke The present Situation 


The department is responsible for providing fire 
protection for over 800 houses and industries and over 
2,400 people. An earlier committee in 1976 estimated that 
the value of property protected approximated $45,000,000; 
this would be substantially higher now. 

The 2-bay firehouse, situated on about 1/3 acre of 
land centrally located in the business area serves as 
headquarters for 30 volunteer firemen, and about 5 auxil- 
iary members seeking to join the department. It houses 5 
pieces of equipment, parked itwo. behind one door, and 
three behind the other door. 

The map indicates the approximate property boundar- 
ies of the firehouse; land outside the .dotteds line repre- 
sents property or rights of way of abutters; the size of 
such land is so small as to make no contribution, if pur- 
chased, to the solution of the*problem of?thetpresent 
Site. 

As indicated by the map, all apparatus’ €xits onto 
one street, making a 90 degree turn through 2-way traffic 
and frequent double parking, plus cars parked on each 
Side of the street. This usually is followed by another 
90 degree turn within 30 yards, again through 2-way traf- 
fic, parked cars and considerable traffic entering and 
leaving the off-street Professional Building parking lot 
which accommodates about 25 cars. 

Of equal significance may be the fact that from pre- 
liminary examination by the Committee it would appear 
that there may be some guestion as to the long term ac- 
cessibility to the present firehouse from Westminster 
Street, possibly’ affecting the salability of the property 
some time in the future. This access for some years has 
been by virtue of a right of way over the land directly 
in front of the firehouse doors, owned by an abutter, 
which appears to terminate if the property comes to be 
owned by other than the Fire District; if so, this would 
need new accommodations by the then owner. We leave this 
Situation in the hands of the Fire Commissioners for res- 
olution if they feel it is needed. 

A firehouse anda fire department are created to be 
used only occasionally. However, when a call does come 
in, the demand on men and equipment must be total and 
instantaneous. The first five to ten minutes of a fire 
are crucial! 

To meet this kind of demand we are fortunate that 
equipment has been kept up to date and expertly maintain- 
ed to the point that we are a leader in the Fire Mutual 
Aid Association. 

Similarily the personnel of the Fire Department is 
made up of dedicated reliable men, well trained by vol- 
untary attendance at some 18 sessions per year. Their 
dedication is so great they also make substantial finan- 
cial contributions to the department, thereby reducing 
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our tax burden. 

The one weak spot in giving total and instantaneous 
response to our rapidly increasing number of fire calls 
lies in the firehouse site. There is inadequate parking 
Space if many men go to the firehouse in response to a 
Calli, or’ even for’a meeting. There is inadequate space 
when occasionally there is need for jockeying equipment 
so that the unit called for by Mutual Aid can be instant- 
ly on the road. Finally, there is the major slowdown on 
every call of exiting the firehouse and getting through 
Pieeeoeetage.  inereeare Occasions: when if a* callicame in; 
the apparatus could actually be immobilized on West- 
minster Street. We believe it is the responsibility of 
the Fire Commissioners to take steps to see that the con-

B. Conclusions and recommendations

G. Other comments, suggestions, and credits. 


In the event that the Town ever considers the con- 
solidation of various area services at one location, it 
appears from our contacts that it is best done by provid- 
ing separate entrances, parking, offices, storage, and 
garage areas. 

This report implies that a few years may pass be- 
fore the relocation of the firehouse is entirely complete. 
During this period exiting from the present firehouse 
will increasingly be hampered by traffic conditions al- 
ready outlined. We would, therefore, suggest the Fire 
Commissioners explore the possibility of seeking auto- 
matic control of all-traffic”™in the area’ of, the ifiare— 
house when a call is to be answered. This seems to be 
current approved practice. Such equipment could be re- 
located at a new site.
